—  Father  Paul 
Schulte,  the  flying  priest  of  the 
Arctic,  tonight  was  far  within 
the  Arctic  Circle,  speeding  by 
air  to  the  aid  of  a  fellow  Ro- 
man Catholic  priest,  seriously 
ill  at  a  lonely  mission  on  the 
northern  coast  of  Baffin  Land. 

A  Oreat  War  llyer  with  the  Gor- 
man Army.  Father  Schulte  took  off 
from  this  Chesterfield  Inlet  post  at 
10  am.  (MAT.)  today,  flylna  in  a 
rainstorm.  The  flight  aaaln.st  ad- 
verse weather  conditions  wa-s  ne- 
cessitated by  the  condition  of  Father 
Chochard.  missionary  at  An  lie  Bay, 
about  800  miles  north  of  here. 

Only  the  flying  priest  and  his  mc- 
rhanlc,  Brother  Beaudoin,  were  in 
the  airplane.  Father  Srhulte.  who 
yesterday  left  Churchill,  360  miles 
to  the  south,  on  his  mission  of 
mercy,  had  hoped  to  pick  up  Dr. 
Robert  Moiling  from  the  hospital 
here.  But  he  found  Dr.  Moiling 
himself  was  sick  and  unable  to  make 
the  flight.

Wireless  reports  from  Arctic  Bay 
said  Father  Chochard's  temperature 
was  up  to  105  degrees  Ho  was  said 
to  be  suffering  from  severe  pains  in 
the  left  side.  The  last  report  from 
the  Far  Northern  mission.

said  the  missionary  had  eaten 
nothing  for  nine  days. 

Father  Schulte  was  told  of  Father 
Chochard's  condition  a.s  he  landed 
at  Churchill  on  Sunday  from  Re- 
pulse Bay.  700  miles  north  o[  the 
Hudson  Bay  port  and  on  the  north- 
western tip  of  the  bay.

BE  PROTECTED 

Special  Regulations  Issued 
To  Prevent  Spread  of 
Brain  Disease 


Special  regulations  to  .safeguard 
British  Columbia  horses  against  the 
possible  .spread  to  this  province  of 
encephalomyelitis,  the  serious  brain 
disease  which  Is  taking  a  severe  toll 
of  horse.s  In  the  Prairie  Provinces, 
were  laWHd  yesterday  by  Hon.  Dr. 
K  C.  MacDonald.  Minister  of  Agri- 
culture. 

Encephalomyelitis  has  been  de- 
clared a  contagious  disease  under 
the  British  Columbia  act  and  the 
new  regulations,  designed  to  give 
the  fullest  possible  preventive  eon- 
trol  in  this  province,  prohibit  the 
moving  of  borate,  either  on  the  hoof 
or  in  trucks  or  boxcars,  from  any 
district  in  which  the  disease  U  in 
rxi.stencr,  into  one  free  fiom  the 
di.sease.  Similarly,  it  is  prohibited 
to  move  annuals  that  have  been 
exposed  to  Infection

Bniihh  Columbia  fiOctala  or  pollCfl 
arc  empowered  to  require  tiie  pro- 
duction of  a  certificate  signed  bv  a 
qualified  veterinarian,  .stating  that 
any  horse  to  be  moved  hat  been 
vaccinated  against  encephalotnveli- 
tls  and  is  not  likely  lo  be  a  carrier 
of  the  di.sease.

Educationists  Suggest  Use 
Of  Normal  School  as  Uni- 
versity Branch  Here 

A  proposal  to  establish  a  Junior 
university  college  in  Victoria  as  a 
branch  of  the  University  of  British 
Columbia,  under  its1  direct  control, 
is  being  considered  by  prominent 
educationists  of  the  province,  who 
are  concerned  over  the  inability  of 
the  present  university  to  accommo- 
date more  than  450  students  in  the 
freshman  class.  As  yet.  however, 
no  concrete  move  has  been  made  to 
give  effect  to  the  scheme,  but  it  is 
regarded  as  probable  that  the  mat- 
ter will  be  brought  before  the  leg- 
islature at  the  next  session. 

Although  the  University  of  Brit- 
ish Columbia  rrr.-cr;irr«;  the  t*o 
years'  studies  of  young  men  and 
women  at  Victoria  College,  junior 
university  status  has  never  been 
given  the  college  and  the  pro- 
posal to  establish  a  branch  of  the 
university  here  would  bring  the  ed- 
ucational system  of  the  province  into 
line  with  the  practice  In  England 
and  other  provinces  of  the  Domin- 
ion, it  is  stated. 

I  BE  of  NORMAL  SCHOOL 
The  scheme  at  .present  under  con- 
sideratlon  contemplates  the  conver- 
sion of  the  existing  Normal  School 
here  into  a  junior  university,  and 
the  transfer  of  teacher  students  to 
the  Vancouver  Normal  School,  which 
has  ample  accommodation  for  them 
It  is  pointed  out  that  the  Normal 
School,  now  used  by  only  sixty  or 
seventy  students,  could,  by  minor 
structural  alterations,  provide  ac- 
commodation for  600  junior  univer- 
sity students  Educationists  claim 
that  by  this  means  the  present  over- 
crowding of  the  university  at  Point 
Grey  could  be  overcome  to.  a  very 
large  extent.

AN  ENVIABLE  RECORD 


i  at  London  In  an  ef- 
fort to  improve  the  Australia-United  Kingdom 
trade  agreement.  They  did  not  succeed.  At  the 
conclusion  of  the  deliberations  the  British  Gov- 
ernment Issued  a  "Memorandum  of  Conclusions*' 
which,  other  than  to  express  agreement»on  cer- 
tain principles,  left  the  details  of  the  negotiations 
pretty  much  of  a  mystery.  More  recently  Aus- 
tralian Government  leaders  have  had  quite  a  lot 
to  say  publicly  about  the  necessity  for  "closer 
co-operation  within  the  Empire.  The  tone  of 
these  statements  indicates  no  ill-feeling  because 
their  London  meeting  failed  to  produce  the  de- 
sired results  from  the  Australian  point  of  view, 
simply  a  conviction  that  more  can  be  done  than 
has  been  done  to  consolidate  the  Empire  units. 
They  have  constructive  suggestions  of  offer,  and 
out  of  these  and  those  of  the  other  members  of 
the  family  eventually  will  come  improved  agree- 
ments for  trade  and  Empire  development. 

On  Monday  last  three  Australian  leaders  ex- 
pressed opinions  on  the  broad  subject  of  unity. 
At  Toronto,  Sir  Earle  PaRe  advocated  a  trade 
agreement  between  the  United  States  and  the 
whole  of  the  British  Empire.  Possibly  it  was  the 
current  trade  negotiations  between  the  United 
Kingdom  and  the  United  States  that  stood  in  the 
way  of  a  new  Australia-United  Kingdom  agree- 
ment, although  the  general  surmise  Is  that  Aus- 
tralia asked  for  new  preferences  in  the  British 
market  without  offering  concessions  in  the  Aus- 
tralian market  of  comparable  generosity.  At  any 
rate,  Sir  Earle  appears  to  have  come  away  from 
London  convinced  that  a  broader  basis  in  the 
exchange  of  -trading  rights  and  privileges  would 
be  more  satisfactory  titan  the  existing  bi-lateral 
accords,  with  a  more  stimulating  effect  on  world 
trade.  While  he  praised  the  Ottawa  agreement, 
he  stated  that  understanding  and  "practical 
partnership"  between  Canada  and  Australia  were 
never  more  necessary  than  now. 

Mr.  R.  G.  Mcnzies,  Attorney-General  of  Aus- 
tralia, stated  In  London  on  the  same  day  that 
'we  should  concentrate  more  and  more  on  the 
devising,  not  only  of  the  machinery,  but  of  the 
point  of  view  which  will  preserve  the  essential 
unity  of  the  Imperial  structure  as  a  whole."  He 
believes  that  modern  relations  between  Great 
Britain  and  the  Dominions  demand  constant 
contact,  and  "frank  and  full  exchange  of  ideas 
at  the  relevant  time."  At  Melbourne.  Mr.  W.  M. 
Hughes,  Minister  of  External  Affairs,  told  a  meet- 
ing that  the  Dominions  Office  "is  obsolete  as  a 
hansom  cab."  He  advocated  its  abolition,  saying 
that  the  office  was  unnecessary  now  that  the 
Dominions  are  self-governing.  To  give  Australia 
an  effective  voice  in  moulding  foreign  policy  her 
view  must  be  addressed  to  the  Foreign  Office  In 
London  or  to  the  Prime  Minister  of  the  United 
Kingdom.

How  It  happens  that  King's  County  Is  free 
from  crime  of  assize-court  calibre  matters  little. 
Possibly  the  people  of  that  district  know  a  peace 
and  contentment  such  that  lawless  pursuits  are 
simply  inconceivable.  Possibly,  because  of  small 
population  and  geographical  difficulties,  there 
arc  practical  difficulties  in  the  way  of  successful 
criminal  activities.  Whatever  the  cause,  the  fact 
that  for  seventeen  years  there  have  been  no 
criminal  cases  before  the  assize  court  is  a  record 
that  would  stir  any  Justice  to  an  address  of  high 
order. 


WIDEST  ROAD  IN  GREAT  BRITAIN 


Because  they  were  built  centuries  ago  when 
coach  and  carriage  traffic  was  relatively  light, 
and  when  there  were  no  larger  vehicles  using  the 
thoroughfares,  many  of  the  roads  in  Great  Brit- 
ain are  narrow,  especially  so  In  the  eyes  of  visi- 
tors from  this  continent,  where  much  of  the 
highway  development  has  been  based  on  more 
modern  traffic  demands.  Nevertheless,  highway 
construction  in  the  British  Isles  has  kept  pace 
with  traffic  needs,  and  wide,  straight  roads  with 
sweeping  curves  have  been  replacing  the  streets 
of  yesteryear  where  required. 

Construction  has  been  begun  on  the  widest 
road  in  Great  Britain  It  will  stretch  across  the 
heart  of  Liverpool's  new  residential  and  indus- 
trial suburb  at  Speke,  and  eventually  link  up 
with  a  new  road  from  Liverpool  to  Widnes.  It 
will  be  160  feet  wide  and  will  include  two  nine- 
foot  cycle  tracks,  two  twenty-two-foot  carriage 
ways  and  a  thirty-foot  reserve  in  the  middle  In 
addition,  ,  there  will  be  plantations  bordered  by 
two  service  roads  on  one  side  of  the  new  thor- 
oughfare, bringing  Its  total  width  up  to  350  feet.

Mining  Amendments 

With  the  announcement  that 
changes  are  to  be  made  in  the 
mining  laws  of  the  Province  of 
British  Columbia,  it  is  to  be  hoped 
that  the  minister  will  be  careful 
as  to  the  extent  to  which  he  goes, 
so  that  the  confidence  of  outside 
investors  may  not  be  shaken.  Sir 
Richard  MrBride.  who  during  the 
time  he  was  in  power  in  the  prov- 
ince, administered  the  Depart- 
ment of  Mines,  made  it  a  rule  not 
to  meddle  with  the  mining  laws 
except  in  cases  where  there  was 
especially  strong  reasons  for  so 
doing.  It  was  the  opinion'  of  Sir 
Richard  that  in  connection  with 
an  industry  like  that  of  mining, 
where  capital  was  drawn  In  large 
volume  from  outside  the  province, 
it  was  a  wiser  policy  to  avoid 
amendment*  unless  they  were  ab- 
solutely necessary,  and  by  so  do- 
ing establish  in  the  minds  of  In- 
vestors stability  respecting  the 
mining  laws.  It  were  better  he 
held  to  continue  some  trifling 
Aeaicnesscs  In  the  act  rather  than 
risk  the  danger  of  foreign  inves- 
tors regarding  our  mining  laws 
being  constantly  subject  to 
change  — o  H  N.

society  far  more  than  does  the  fi- 
nancial burden  of  caring  for  the 
violently  insane  and  the  feeble- 
minded In  lamily  life,  in  induMr\, 
in  politics,  in  international  affairs, 
these  things  —  petty  fears,  doubts. 
I'l'JUdiees.  emotional  disturbances 
—are  real  obstacles  to  fruitful  liv- 
ing"
